I have always sympathized 
with the high purpose of the 
eighteenth amendment and I 
have used every power at m 
command to make it effective 
over the entire country.

It has 
succeeded in great measure in 
those many communities where 
the majority sentiment is favor- 
able to it. But in other and in- 
creasing number of communities 
there is a majority . sentiment 
unfavorable to it. 

Laws opposed by majority 
sentiment create resentment 
which undermines enforcement 
and in the end produces degen- 
eration and crime. 

Our opponents pledge the 
members of their party to de- 
stroy every vestige of constitu- 
tional and effective Federal 
contro] of the traffic. That 
means over large areas the re- 
turn of the saloon system with 
its corruptive, its moral and so- 
cial abuse which debauched the 
home, its deliberate interfer- 
ence with those states endeavor- 
ing to find honest solution, its 
permeation of political pärties, 
and its pervasion of legisla- 
tures, which even touched at 
the capitol of the nation. 

The eighteenth amendment 
smasked that regime as by a 
stroke of lightning. I cannot 
consent to the return of that 
system. 

At the same time we must 
recognize the difficulties which 
have developed in making the 
eighteenth amendment effective 


and that grave abuses have 
grown up. 
“ In order to secure the en- 


forcement of the amendment 
under our dual form of govern- 
ment, the constitutional provis- 
ion called for concurrent action 
on one hand by the state and 
local authorities and on the oth- 
er by the Federal Government. 
Its enforcement requires inde- 
pendent, but coincident action 
of. both agencies. An increas- 
ing number of states and mu- 
nicipalities are proving them- 
selves unwilling to engage in 
such enforcement. Due to these 
forces there is in large sections 
an increasing illegal traffic in 
liquor. * . 

But worse than thisthere has 
been in those areas a spread of 
disrespect not only for this law 
but for all laws, grave dangers 
of practical nullification of the 
Constitution, a degeneration in 
municipal government and an 
increase in subsidized crime and 
violence. I cannot consent to 
the continuation of this regime. 

I refuse to accept either of 
these destinies, on the one hand

to return to the old saloon with 
its political and social corrup- 
tion, or on the other to endure 
the bootlegger and the speak- 
easy with their abuses and 
crime.

These are not the ways out. 


Our objective must b@ a sane} 
solution, not a blind leap back 
to old evils. Moreover, such a 
step backward would result in 
a chaos of new evils never yet 
experienced, because the local 
systems of prohibitions and 
controls which, were developed 
over generations have been in 
large degree abandoned under 
the amendment. 


The Republican platform rec- 
ommends submission of the 
question to the states that the 
people themselves may deter- 
mine whether they desire a 
change, but insists that this 
submission shall propose a con- 
structive and not a déstructive 
change. It does not dictate to 
the conscience of any member 
of the party. 

The first duty of the Presi- 
dent of the United States is to 
enforce the laws as they exist. 
That I shall continue to do to 
the utmost of my ability. Any 
other course would be the 
abrogation of the very guaran- 
tees of liberty itself. 


The Constitution gives the 
President no power or author- 
ity with respect to changes in 
the Constitution itself; never- 
theless my countrymen have a 
right to know my conclusions 
upon this matter. They are 
clear and need not be misun- 
derstood. They are based upon 
the broad facts I have stated, 
upon my experience in this high 
office, and upon the deep con- 
viction that our purpose must 
be the elimination of the evils 
of this traffic from this civ- 
ilzation by practical measures. 

It is my belief that in order 
to remedy present evils a 
change is necessary by which 
we resummon a proper share 
of initiative and responsibility 
which the very essence of our 
government demands shall rest 
upon the states and local au- 
thorities. That change must 
avoid the return of the saloon. 


It is my conviction that the 
nature of this change, and one 
upon which all reasonable peo- 
ple can find common ground, 
is that each state shall be giv- 
en the right to deal with the 
problem as it may determine, 
but subject to absolute guaran- 
tees in the Constitution of the 
United States to protect each 
state from interference and in- 
vasion by its neighbors, and 
that in no part of the United 
States shall there be a return 
of the saloon system with its 
inevitable political and social 
corruption and its organized in- 
terference with other states. 

American statesmanship is 
capable of working out such a 
solution and making it effec- 
tive.

John Weldon Dial, charged with 
two associates with the slaying last 
Friday of Eldridge N. King, St. 
Louis automobile salesman, to ob- 
tain possession of a flashy,automo- 
bile, was arrested at the home of 


his parents in Lakeview, Tex., yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The 22-year-old fugitive sur- 
rendered to Deputy Sheriff L. E. 
Hill after the father, Ben Dial, 
drove to the county seat at Mem- 
phis and informed the officer that 
John had returned home. 

The youth was weeping When 
Hill reached the Dial farm and on 
the drive to Memphis accused 
Floyd J. Dailey, who accompanied 
him on the “demonstration ride” 
with King, of firing the fatal shot. 
Dailey, arrested in the stolen auto- 
mobile Tuesday at Greenfield, Ind., 
has said that Dial shot King when 
the salesman resisted their care- 
fully laid plan to steal the machine. 

Sheriff Goes for Prisoner, 

Dial waived extradition. Sheriff 
Lil! of St. Louis County, accompa- 
nied by Deputy Sheriff Newbold 
and Scott E. Stultz, fellow employe 
of King at the Weber Implement & 
Auto Co., 1829 Locust street, de- 
parted for Texas last night by au- 
tomobile. Lill expects to return 
with the prisoner Sunday night. 

Deputy Sheriff Hill, temporarily 
in charge at Memphis in the ab- 
sence of the “Sheriff, had been 
watching for Dial after being in- 
formed by St. Louis police that the 
youth had told St. Louis relatives 
he was “going home” when he left 
here last Saturday. Dial appar- 
ently hitch-hiked to Texas, accord- 
ing to Hill, and appeared weary 
and travel worn. He did not call 
his associate, Dailey, by name in 
his statement to Hill, remarking, 
“two of us took the machine, and 
the other fellow shot the sales- 
man.” An attorney obtained by 
the father advised the yduth 
against making any further state- 
ment. 

John Weldon is one of nine chil- 
dren of Mr. and Mrs. Dial. He 
played football on the county high 
school team at Memphis and later 
worked on his father’s farm near 
Lakeview. The parents are highly 
respected in the community and 
are active in church affairs. Neith- 
er John Weldon nor any of the 
other Dial children has ever been 
in trouble before, according to 
Deputy Sheriff Hill. Tle father, in 
notifying Hill that John Weldon 
had come home, said he felt duty 
bound not to shield the youth from 
the law. 

Three Charged With Murder. 

First degree murder warrants 
were issued at Clayton yesterday 
against Dial, Dailéy and Joe Fer- 
nandez. The latter is held on in- 
formation that he participated in 
the robbery plans that ended in 
murder, but did not accompany the 
others on the fatal ride. As for 
Dailey. and Dial, their counter ac- 
cusations as to who fired the shot 
will not affect their position in 
court, for both may be equally 
guilty of murder under the law. 

According. to Dailey’s story to po- 
lice, Dial shot King in the back 
“when the salesman made a swipe 
at Tex.“ after Tex pulled a pistol 
and told him to get out of the car.“ 
Dial was known to St. Louis asso- 
ciliates Tex.“ Dailey admitted 
that he furnished the revolver, 
which he stole from his brother- 
in-law.

TWO MEN GET OFF 
AND ESCAPE IN AUTO 


One Holds Pistol Against 
Victim, Declaring

A messenger for the First Na- 
tional Bank of Clayton was robbed 
by two men of $10,200 of the 
bank’s money on a westbound Uni- 
versity street car as it was cross- 
ing the railroad viaduct west of De 
Baliviere avenue at 11 o’clock this 
morning. 

The messenger, Jefferson Ross, 
an elderly Negro, made no outcry 
and apparently only a few of the 
passengers were aware immediate- 
ly of what was happening. Ross 
said the robbers, who were white, 
alighted at what he thought was 
the first stop west of De Baliviere. 
This stop is Laurel street. At that 
point the car line follows an iso- 
lated private right-of-way. 

A woman passenger reported the 
robbers ran a block north to Persh- 
ing avenue, and got into an auto- 
mobile. 

The trolley car was fairly well 
filled. Ross, who was on the way 
to the bank in Clayton from the 
Federal Reserve Bank downtown, 
rode about a mile and a half far- 
ther west to the end of the Uni- 
versity line, after the robbery, be- 
fore calling police. He telephoned 
the police from the University City 
Pharmacy, Big Bend boulevard 
and the car tracks, and later noti- 
fied his bank by telephone. 

Wniversity City policemen, hur- 
rying to the drug store in response 
to a radio message, said Ross was 
excited and frightened. 

Ross had $10,000 in bills and 
$200 in nickels in a paper bundle 
on his lap. He told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that a man in shirt 
sleeves, wearing a black cap, took 
the seat beside him, as the car 
mounted the high viaduct, and held 
a revolver against his ribs. 

“If you holler, I'll blow your 
head off,” Ross quoted the robber 
as saying. 

The man seized the package. His 
companion, in an adjacent seat, 
described by the messenger as 
coatless and hatless, rang the bell 
for the car to stop. Then the rob- 
bers ran to their machine. 

Ross is 65 years old and resides 
at 7727 Bonhomme avenue, Clay- 
ton. He has worked for the First 
‘National Bank of Clayton, which is 
at 42 South Central avenue, as 
messenger and janitor, since about 
1903, Edward F. Eble, cashier of 
the bank, said Ross was a trusted 
employe, with the regular duty of 
going to the Federal Réserve Bank 
for funds about once a week. He 
is not under bond, does not carry 
arms and is not licensed as a 
watchman. The bank’s loss is in- 
sured.

METEOR COUNTERS TO WATCH 
FOR PERSEIDS AGAIN TONIGHT 


Cloudy Skies for Two Nights Pre- 
vent Satisfactory Check on Fall 
Over Most of Country. 
Watchers of the American Me- 
teor Society in all parts of the 
country will scan the skies after 
midnight tonight for the Perseid 
meteor display, after two disap- 
pointing nights when clouds inter- 
fered over an area ranging from 
seven to eight-tenths of the coun- 
try. ‘ 
Last night the Perseid shower, 
greatest of the annual meteor 
shows, reached its peak, but the 
sky could be seen for only half an 
hour from 12:50 to 1:20 a, m. 
Three observers at the home of J. 
Wesley Simpson of the Meteor So- 
clety counted 25 in the half hour, 
with the sky partly obscured, indi- 
cating a “corrective rate“ 1 an 
hour. Since the display reaches its 
peak an hour or more later—198 
corrective hourly rate after 3 a. m., 
Aug. 12, last year—Simpson said 
that with clear. skies last night the 
spectacle plainly would have come 
up to expectations. 
Tonight's display, even with 
partly clear skies, he said, should 
match that of Wednesday night, 
when 280 were observed, one 80 
brilliant as to be classified as a 
fire ball. The Perseids are espe- 
cially spectacular, since they trail 
long lellow streaks in the sky. 
Simpson said observers might see 
the display rise and pass its peak 
between 2 and 4 a. m., or prob- 
ably could see the greatest display 
between 2:45 and 3.45. Missouri 
and Illinois observers may aid 
science by sending records of the 
number, time and conditions of 
view-of Simpson at 639 Locksley 
avenue, Webster Groves. 


RUSSIA DENIES IT PLANS 
TO FLOAT LOAN IN U. 8. 


Absence of Official Relationship 
Between Countries Is Stressed 

in Moscow. 
By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW Aug. 12.—Soviet Rus- 
sia has not attempted to market 
any of its domestic loans in the 
United States or other foreign 
countries, nor does it intend to try 
to float a bond issue in America, 
especially as long as the present 
absence of official relationship be- 
tween the two countries continues; 
it was said authoritatively today. 
Reports published in New York 
that such action had been taken or 
was contemplated in anticipation of 
eventual recognition of Soviet Rus- 
sia by the United States were de- 
scribed here as inaccurate. 
The supposition was that these 
reports arose from the fact that 
the latest domestic loan, recently 
issued to the amount of 3,200,000,- 
000 rubles (nominally $1,600,000,- 
000) to finance the last year of the 
five-year plan contains a provision 
that the bonds may be purchased 
in foreign currency and draw in- 
terest in the same currency at the 
regular rate of 10 per cent. 
It was emphasized that the So- 
} viet Government was not trying to 
sell its bonds to other countries, al- 
though any foreign investors wish- 
ing to do so may purchase them 
through the State bank and its cor- 
respondents abroad.

IAPAN APPROVES 
HOOVER POLICY OF 
NON-AGGRESSION 


Fails to See, However, How 
His Acceptance Speech 
Applies to Tokio’s Posi- 
tion in Manchuria. 


by the Associated Press. 
TOKIO, Aug. 12.—The Japanese 


Government fails to see how Presi- 
dent Hoover’s new doctrine of re- 
fusal to recognize possession of 


territory gained by force applies to 
Japan’s position in Manchuria, a 
Foreign Office spokesman said to- 
day. 

The reference occurred in the 
President’s speech of acceptance 
last night and in Government cir- 
cles here it was accepted, as was 
Secretary of State’s Stimson’s 
speech earlier in the week, as a 
reference to the Manchurian case. 

Japan never will seek title to 
possession of territory in Man- 
churia—to use the President's 
phrase—not to the end of time,” 
said the spokesman. There are 
many Occidental powers which, if 
placed as Japan is regarding Man- 
churia, would long ago have an- 
nexed Manchuria, 

“Japan has absolutely no inten- 
tion of annexation. Many Japa- 
nese are even doubting the wisdom 
of the annexation of Korea, which 
has been a liability lowering the 
general economic level of the Em- 
pire. . 

“The President’s doctrine as he 
expressed it seems to us whole- 
some. What we object to is hav- 
ing the anti-war pact constantly 
poked under @ur noses with 
charges that we are violating it. 

“Both the United States and 
Great Britain signed the Kellogg 
pact with reservations covering 
their right to resort to war in self- 
defense, Therefore they are hard- 
ly in a position to deny our right 
to resort to arms in the defense of 
interests vital to the well-being of 
the empire. That is all we have 
done in Manchuria. The decision 
as to whether military’ action con- 
stitutes self-defense must lie with 
the nation directly concerned, and 
not with world opinion.” 


The spokesman said the Hoover 
speech, like Stimson's, sought to 
marshal the administration's 
achievements in foreign policy as 
arguments for re-election. 

“If the American people can be 
convinced that the Hoover-Stim- 
son doctrine of non-recognition 
constitutes a real achievement,“ he 
said, “perhaps we should not com- 
plain about their harping on it, 
even though the implications are 
unfavorable to Japan.” 

The papers gave considerable 
space to a Foreign Office version 
of Ambassador Debuchi’s report of 
a conversation with Stimson re- 
garding the Secretary's speech in 
0 ee York early this week.

Negro janitor, was hanged at City 
Jail today for the murder of Pinck- 
ney Hollis. elderly Negro, on New 
Year’s day, 1930. 

The trap was sprung at 6:08 a. 
m. and White was pronounced 
dead a minute and a half later by 
Dr. W. J. Siebert of the Coroner's 
staff. Death was due to a broken 
neck. 

White was resigned. He had 
slept from 12:30 a. m. to 4:45 a. 
m., when Father Ralph A. Gal- 
lagher, jail chaplain, arrived to ad- 
minister communion. Another 
priest. Father John DeVilbiss of 
St. Elizabeth's Church, had re- 
mained with the condemned man 
through the night. 

Shortiy before 6 o’clock, White 
was asked if he wanted to 
make a statement. “Yes, I 
want to say a little something,” he 
said calmly. I'm leaving this 
world with a clear conscience and 
love for everyones I wish everyone 
could leave this world as well pre-

Five Buttons, One Springs Trap. 

The priests, five Deputy Sheriffs

White’s wife and friends 
who were with him last night left 
at 11:30 p. m. His four children 
were not taken to the jail. He had 
his last meal at 9 o’clock last 
night and spent the evening listen- 
ing to radio programs, including 
President Hoover’s acceptance 
speech. 

A final appeal for clemency was 
made to Gov. Caulfield yesterday 
afternoon by Silas E. Garner, Ne- 
gro attorney. The Governor said 
he found no ground for interfer- 
ing. 

The Missouri Supreme Court had 
granted White a stay of execution 
from July 15, when attorneys for 
Andrew B. Meadows, sentenced to 
death at the same time, questioned 
the constitutionality of the Missou- 
ri capital punishment statutes. A 
majority of justices of the United 
States Supreme Court, however, 
refused -to consider an appeal on 
the point. Meadows, former night 
watchman at the Buckingham An- 
nex Hotel, where seven lives were 
lost in a fire in 1927, received an 
additional stay yesterday until Feb. 
17, pending appeal of the death 
sentence of Ralph Pierson, con- 
victed of murder in the hotel fire.

Halt Preparations. for Re- 
opening in Springfield | 
eee. 
New Scale.

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Aug. 12.— 
Pickets of miners protesting 
against the new $5 wage contract, 
signed as an “emergency” measure, 
prevented resumption of wofk in 
coal mines of the Springfield sub- 
district today. 

The tipples, bustling yesterday in 
cleanup preparations after a long 
shutdown, were lifeless and around 
them stretched cordons of com- 
mitteemen instructed by their lo- 
cals last night to stop any “who 
took a notion to work.” 

Only two men reported this 
morning at the shaft of the Cap- 
itol mine of the Peabody Coal Co., 
where more than 400 protesting 
miners gathered last evening and 
warned 45 fellow workers doing 
cleanup work not to return. Not 
a single miner passed the pickets 
around Peerless No. 69 and Cora 
No. 51, also Peabody mines, and 
all operations were halted tempo- 
rarily. 

Seven locals of the subdistrict 
here were reported to have voted 
last night against returning to 
work. 

As the new wage scale became 
effective yesterday, 3000 men went 
to work in the mines to prepare 
them for operations. Many of the 
big operators have announced dates 
for the resumption of mining. 

When the mines are again work- 
ing at capacity it was expected by 
many business leaders that more 
than 125,000 persons in allied in- 
dustries would receive employment. 

Petitions were placed in circula- 
tion for a state convention at 
which an effort was to be made to 
abrogate the contract; a mass 
meeting for protesting miners was 
announced for Sunday at Benld. 

Ed Mabie, one of the protesting 
leaders here, announced that all 
mines operating in the district 
would be picketed. 

Jerry Allard, representing six coal 
miners’ local unions in the Harris- 
burg section, was cut off the air 
quickly by radio station WEBQ 
yesterday just after he had 
launched into a vehement attack 
on union officers who supported 
the $5 agreement. 

John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers of America, 
moved today to check opposition to 
the new contract. He issued a 
proclamation warning that “picket- 
ing and mass meeting must cease,” 
and that opposition leaders will be 
penalized. | 

The proclamation, sent by tele- 
gram to locals in Springfield, Gil- 
lespie and other centers where 
miners have voted not to return to 
the tipples, was issued soon after 
officers of the Peabody Coal Co. 
Woodside mine, four miles south 
of Springfield, requested protec- 
tion from Sheriff Sam Metcalf 
against possible disturbances by 
crowds gathering around the prop- 
erty. A groug of miners had gone 
down the shaft this morning to 
continue cleanup work in prepara- 
tion for resumption of digging. 

The miners’ headquarters issued 
a statement saying several mines 
were hoisting coal. It was said vir- 
tually all the mines in the Belle- 
ville district were at work.

“There is not a scintilia of evi- 
dence here to show that Clarke 
was murdered,” Hamilton testified 
as a defense witness in the trial of 
Capt. W. N. Lancaster, British avi- 
ator charged with the young writ- 
ers’ murder. 

Ciarke was shot to death at the 
home of Mrs. J. M. Keith-Miller, 
Australian aviatrix, to whose af- 
fections he had succeeded Lancas- 
ter. 

Hamilton's. decisively expressed 
Opinion climaxed a morning of tes- 
timony in which he pointed our 
various characteristics of suicide, 


the skull or with the pistol. 

“No Indication of Homicide.” 

“Are you, sure Clarke was not 
‘murdered ?“ defense counsel J. M. 
Carson asked. 

„O am absolutely sure, Ham- 
ton repeated. There is every indi- 
cation of suicide and nothing in the 
world to give the slightest indica. 
tion of homicide.” | 

Suicide is indicated in cases 
where a pistol is held closely to 
the head in sealed contact, he said. 

Hamilton testified he entered the 
trial at his own suggestion, after 
reading newspaper reports of ‘trial 
testimony. 

Idly snapping the trigger, Ham- 
fiton said microscopic examination 
of the pistol showed blood and 
tissue on the front sight, indicating 


against Clarke’s héad at the time 
he was shot. 
Jurors Examine Skull. 

Taking Clarke’s skull in his 
hands, Hamilton stepped down be- 
fore the jury to describe the char- 
acteristics of the bullet holes. 

Eventually he passed the skull to 
éach of the jurors. a] 

“The skull shows five radial 
fractures—made not by the bullet, 
but by exploding gases that pre- 
ceded the bullet,“ Hamilton testi- 
fied. “That, by ballooning of the 
flesh around the wound and the 


shows conclusively that the pistol 
was held firmly against the head 
when the bullet was fired.” 

He held the death pistol against 
his head and snapped the trigger 
to illuminate his point. He was 
showing the position in which the 
pistol was held at the time the 
fatal bullet entered Clarke's head. 

The skull, along with slides 
showing parts of the head, were 
taken before the jury and specta- 
tors by Dr. M. H. Tallman, de- 
fense witness and one of a com- 
mission of four specialists who 
conducted an autopsy on the body 
of the young author. The special- 
ists have been called in the de- 
fense’s effort to prove Clarke kill- 
ed himself. 

The two bullet holes, one mark- 
ing entrance of the bullet that fa- 
tally wounded Clarke on April 21, 


and ether marking the exit, were 


pointed out by Dr. Tallman. 
caster was a close observer. 

After brief argument by counsel, 
the skull was admitted as evidence, 
but the slides were temporarily 
withheld. 

This was because Dr. Tallman 
said it would be impossible with- 
out chemical analysis to tell 
whether the head tissue was pow- 
der marked, a fraquent character- 
istic of suicidé. 

The autopsy report, after a med- 
ical cOmmission efamined the body 
of Clarke three weeks after-death, 
told of finding “ballooned” flesh 
about the wound.

Within three of the ten years, 
the Governor said, Benn deposited 
$375,000, which he said was more 
than twice as much as the alleged 
former Chairman W. D. B. Ainey 
“is .known to have deposited in 
five years.” 

, Ainey resigned from the commis- 
sion recently as the Senate was 
about to investigate the Governor's 
charges that he had accepted fav- 
ors from public utility executives. 

Several years ago Pinchot re- 
moved Benn from the commission 
for the good of the service, but 
the commiésioner took his case to 
the State Supreme Court which de- 
cided that the Governor had no 
power to remove a commissioner 
without the consent of the Senate. 
Benn resigned from the commis- 
‘sion on May 13, 1931. He now is 
in Europe. ; 

Pinchot appeared before the Sen- 
ate on Wednesday and urged an 
immediate investigation of the 
commission. Yesterday a resolu- 
tion providing for the investigation 
was presented by a State Senator 
friendly to the Governor and u 
was feferred to committee for con- 
sideration. 

“Mr. Benn,” the Governor said, “is 
now abroad where he went with 
Charies H. English, the leading fig- 
ure among public utility men in 
Northwestern Pennsylvania, imme- 
diately after the Ainey charges 
were made public. 

“It is of the utmost importance 
that this investigation should be 
continued without delay.”

About two years ago Phillips Pipe Line Company, a com- 


pany associated with Phillips Petroleum Company, came into this 
community with the construction of a gasoline pipe line from the 
Panhandle of Texas. In order to properly carry on the business 
of transporting and distributing gasoline, it was necessary for 
the company to erect, at a convenient place in St. Clair County, 
large receiving and storage tanks. These tanks were of a char- 
acter that had to be constructed by contractors specially 
equipped, there being none such in this community. It was 
therefore necessary for the company to enter into a contract with 
a Chicago concern for the erection of such tanks. . The trouble 
that arose immediately thereafter because of the letting of this 
contract to this Chicago corporation is a matter of public history, 
and is well known to all citizens of this community. 


Neither Phillips Petroleum Company nor its associated corh- 
pany, Phillips Pipe Line Company, as such, had any quarrel of 
any kind with the labor unions. In fact, the Phillips stations were 
constructed with union labor, and the trucks used by the com- 

any for the distribution of gasoline were manned by union men.. 
t was some of these very union men who were driving the 


‘trucks of the company who were willfully and viciously assaulted 
and unlawfully beaten by the mobs above referred to. 


Some time ago it became necessary, as an ordinary. main- 
tenance detail, to paint the tanks that had been erected by this 
Chicago corporation. The regular erew of the company which 
takes care of painting and keeping in order the tanks and other 
properties of the company throughout its entire properties came 
to East St. Louis to paint the tanks.

Coal Corporation, to which the re- 
ceivers sold the entire output of 
the mines, testified that the low 
price of and restricted market for 
coal, together with high wages and 
the industrial depression, had 
militated against profitable opera- 
tion of the mines and that the rea- 
son the wages, check-off and com- 
‘pensation were not paid was be- 
cause the receivers had no money. 
Buying of Wage Claims. 

Among other things the miners 
brought out in their plea for re- 
moval of Brewerton was the fact, 
admitted by him on the witness 
stand, that he had bought up some 
of the wage claims through a straw 
man at big discounts with money 
in the receivers’ account, conceal- 
ing these transactions in a special 
account under a name made up of 
the initials of the receivers, at a 
time when he professed the receiv- 
ers had no money for wages, It 
was further disclosed by the min- 
ers that he also bought up com- 
pensation claims at a big discount, 
all for the benefit of the receiver- 
ship but not for personal gain. 
One of the compensation claims 
was for $980, awarded a miner for 
the loss of a hand. Brewerton 
bought the claim for $225. He also 
discounted a $70 wage claim for 
$3, and other wage claims 25 to 30 


per cent. It also was disclosed that 
he had broken promises to the 
miners from time to time in wage 
and compensation matters. 
Brewerton declared economic 
conditions were at the bottom of 
the matters complained of and that 
he had done the best he could in 
the circumstances. 

In summing up the evidence, 
Judge Lindley denounced the buy- 
ing of wage claims by Brewerton 
as “not illegal, but unethical and 
bad,” adding that the Court had 
no knowledge of those transactions 
and would not have countenanced 
that sort of thing had it known. 
“It is all right to make money 
for the receivership,” said Judge 
Lindley, “but not at the expense of 
the workman.” 

Court Compliments Receiver. 
Judge Lindley complimented 
Brewerton on his zeal and for the 
fact that he, as one of the receiv- 
ers, had paid wages of more than 
$3,000,000 to the miners since July, 
1929, when the mines went into re- 
ceivership. The court also took 
Brewerton’s view that economic 
conditions were largely responsible 
for the trouble, remarking that he 
was disinclined to oust him. 

“I will make no order at this 
time,” said Judge Lindley, “be- 
cause none is necessary, but am 
not closing this matter. I may 
have something to say later. Mr. 
Brewerton has worked hard to 
make those properties pay, and I 
have faith in his honesty of pur- 
pose. In view of the fact that he 
has labored long with the other re- 
ceiver without compensation and 
has lost his fortune in those mines, 
I think he ought to get out for his 
own benefit—I would if I were he. 
A man of his capabilities would 
have no trouble doing well in an- 
other business. Although he 
might have made some mistakes, 
he has not profited thereby, but on 
the whole his administration has 


: been a good one.”

Placing the Credit. 


With the humility of one who by 
necessity has stood in the midst of 
this storm I can say with pride 
that the distinction for these ac- 
complishments belongs not to the 
Government or to any individual.

It is to their character, 
their fortitude, their initiative, and 
their courage that we owe these 
results. We of this generation did 
not build the great ship of state. 
But the policies I have inaugurated 
have protected and aided its nav- 
igation in this storm. These poli- 
cies and programs have not been 
partisan. 

‘I gladly give tribute to those 
members of the Democratic party 
in Congress whose patriotic co- 
operation against factional and 
demagogic opposition has assisted 
in a score of great undertakings. 
I likewise give credit to Democrat 
ic as well as Republican leaders 
amongst our citizens for their co- 
operation and help. 

A record of these dangers and 
these policies in the past three 
years’ will be set down in books, 
much of it is of interest only to 
history.

As a 
Government and as a people we 
still have much to do.

Aims of Government. 


Before I enter upon a discussion 
of these policies I wish to say 
something of my conception of the 
relation of our government to the 
people and of the responsibilities of 
both, particularly as applied to 
these times. The spirit and devis- 
ing of this Government by the peo- 
ple was to sustain a dual purpose 
—on the one hand to protect. our 
people amongst nations and in do- 
mestic emergencies by great na- 
tional power, and on the other to 
preserve individual liberty and free- 
dom through local government. 


The function of the Federal 
Government in these times is to 
use its reserve powers and its 
strength for the protection of citi- 
zens and local governments by sup- 
port to our institutions against 
forces beyond their control. It is 
not the function of the Government 
to rélieve individuals of their re- 
sponsibilities to their neighbors, or 
to relieve private institutions of 
their responsibflities to the public, 


or of state governments to the Fed- 
eral Government.: In giving that 
protection and that aid the Federal 
Government must insist that all of 
them exert their responsibilities 
in full. It is vital that the pro- 
grams of the Government shall not 
compete with or replace any of 
them but shall add to their initia- 
tive and their strength. It is vital 
that by the use of public revenues 
and public credit in emergency the 
nation shall be strengthened and 
not weakened. 


Stresses Individual Responsibility. 


And in all these emergencies and 
crises and in all our future policies 
we must also preserve the funda- 
mental principles of dur social and 
economic system. That system is 
founded upon a conception of or- 
dered freedom. The test of that

Against Regimentation. 


The solution of our many prob- 
lems which arise from the shifting 
scene of national life is not to be 
found in haphazard experimenta- 
tion or by revolution. It must be 
through organic development of 
our national life under these ideals. 
It must secure that co-operative 
action which builds initiative and 
strength outside of government. It 
does not follow, because our ditti- 
culties are stupendous, because 
there are some souls timorous 
enough to doubt the validity and 
effectiveness of our ideals and our 
system, that we must turn to a 
State-controlled or State-directed 
social or economic system (in 
order to cure our troubles. 
That is not liberalism; it is 
tyranny. It is the regimentation 
of men under atftocratic bureau- 
racy with all its extinction of lib- 
erty, of hope, and of opportunity. 
Of course, no man of understand- 
ing says that our system works 
perfectly. It does not. The human 
race is not perfect. Nevertheless, 
the movement of a true civilization 
is toward freedom rather than reg- 
imentation. This is our ideal. 

Ofttimes the tendency of democ- 
racy in presence of national dan- 
ger is to strike blindly, to listen to 
demagogues and slogans, all of 
which would destroy and would 
not save. We have refused to be 
stampeded into such courses. Oft- 
times democracy elsewhere in the 
world has been unable to move 
fast enough to save itself in emer- 
gency. There have been, disheart- 
ening delays and failures in legis- 
lation and private action which 
have added to the losses of our 
people, yet this democracy of ours 
has proved its ability to act. 


Definite Strategy Followed. 


Our emergency measures of the 
past three years form a definite 
strategy dominated in the back- 
ground by these American princi- 
ples and ideals, forming a contin- 
uous campaign waged against the 
forces of destruction on an ever 
widening or constantly shifting 
front. 

Thus we have held that the Fed- 
eral Government should in the 
presence of great national danger 
use its powers to give leadership 
to the initiative, the courage, and 


scives; but it must insist upon in- 
dividual, community and state re- 
sponsibility. That it should furnish 
leadership to assure the co-ordina- 
‘tion and unity of all existing agen- 


economic and humanitarian action. 
That where it becomes necessary 
to meet. es beyond the 
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that they should be > up in 
once the emergency 
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demobilized and withdrawn, leav- 
ing our governmental, economic, 
and social structure strong and 
whole. 


“Unprecedented Measures.” 


We have not feared boldly to 
adopt unprecedented measures to 
meet the unprecedented violence of 
the storm. But, because we have 
kept ever before us these eternal 
principles of our nation, the Amer- 
ican Government in its ideals is the 
same as it was when the people 
gave the presidency. into my trust. 
We shall keep it so. We have res- 
olutely rejected the temptation, un- 
der pressure of immediate events, 
to resort to those panaceas ‘and 
short cuts which, even if tempo- 
rarily successful, would ultimately 
undermine and weaken what has 
slowly been built and molded by 
experience and effort throughout 
these 150 years. 

It was in accordahce with these 
principles that in the first stage of 
the depression I called the leaders 
of business and of labor and agri- 
culture to meet with me and in- 
duced them, by their own initiative, 
to organize against panic, with all 
its devastating destruction; to up- 
hold wages until the cost of liv- 
ing was adjusted; to spread exist- 
ing employment through shortened 
hours; and to advance construction 
work, public and private, against 
future need. 


Against “Pork-Barrel” Works. 


In pursuance of that same policy, 
I each winter thereafter, assumed 
the leadership in mobilizing all the 
voluntary and official organizations 
throughout the country to prevent 
suffering from hunger and cold, 
and to protect the million families 
stricken by drouth. When it be- 
came advisable to strengthen the 
states who could not longer carry 
the full burden of relief to distress, 
I held that the Federal Govern- 
ment should do so through loans to 
the states and thus maintain the 
fundamental responsibility of the 
states. We stopped the attempt 
to turn this effort to the politics of 
selfish sectional demands. We kept 
it based upon human need. 

It is in accordance ‘with these 
principles that, in aid to unem- 
ployment, we are expending some 
$600,000,000 in Federal .construc- 
tion of such public works as can 
be justified as bringing early and 
definite returns. We have opposed 
the distortion of these needed 
‘works into pork-barrel, non-pro-| 
ductive works which impoverish 
‘the nation. 


“Served to Stem Panics.” 
It is in accord with these prin- 
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failure of their co-operative or- 
ganizations, and we are erecting 
new instrumentalities to give cred- 
it facilities fer livestock growers 
and the orderly marketing of farm 
products. 


It was in accordance with these 
principles that in the face of the 
looming European crises we sought 
to change the trend of European 
economic degeneration by my pro- 
posal of the German moratorium 
and the standstill agreements as 
to German private debts. We 
stemmed the tide of collapse in 
Germany and the consequent ruin 
of its people, with its repercussion 
on all other nations of the world. 
In furtherance of world stability 
we have made proposals to reduce 
the cost of world armaments by 
$1,000,000,000 a year. 

It was in accordance with these 
principles that I first secured the 
creation by private initiative of the 
National Credit Association, whose 


| efforts prevented the failure of 


hundreds of banks, and loss to 
countless thousands of depositors 
who had loaned all their savings to 
them. 

As the storm grew in intensity 
we created the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation with a capital 
of two billions to uphold the credit 
structure of the nation, and by thus 
raising the shield of government 
credit we prevented the wholesale 
failure of banks, of insurance com- 
panies, of building and loan asso- 


; Cea of farm mortgage associa- 


ions, of livestOck loan associations 
and of railroads in all of which the 
public interest is paramount. This 
disaster has been averted through 
the saving of more than 5000 in- 
stitutions and the knowledge that 
adequate assistance was available 
to tide others over the stress. This 
was done not to save a few stock- 
holders, but to save twenty-five 
millions of American families, 
every one of whose very savings 
and employment might have been 
wiped out and whose whole future 
would have been blighted had these 
institutions gone down. 


Expanding Federal Reserve Credit. 


It was in accordance with these 
principles that we expanded the 
functions and powers of the Fed- 
eral Reserve banks that they might 
counteract the stupendous shrink- 
age of credit due to fear, to hoard- 
ing, and to foreign withdrawals. 

It is an accordance with these 
principles that we are now in proc- 
ess Of establishing a new system 
of home loan banks so that through 
added strength by co-operation in 
the building and loan associations, 
the savings banks, and the insur- 
ance companies we may relax the 
pressure of forfeiture upon home 
owners, and procure the release of 
new resources for the construction 
of more homes and the employ- 
ment of more men, 


It was in accordance with these 
principles that we have insisted 
upon a reduction of governmental 
expenses, for no country can squan- 
der itself to prosperity on the ruin 
of its taxpayers, and it was in ac- 
cordance with these purposes that 
we have sought new revenues to 
equalize the diminishing income of 
the Government in order that the 
power of the Federal Government 
to meet the emergency should be 
impregnable,~ 


World Economic Conference. 

It is in accordance with these 
principles that we have joined in 
the development of a world eco- 
nomic conference to bulwark the 
whole international fabric of fi- 
nance, monetary values, and the 
expansion of world commerce. 

It is in accordance with these 
principles that I am today organ- 
izing the private industrial and 
financial resources of the country 
to co-operate éffectively with the

As to its economic phase, Mr. Hoover is silent 
under circumstances that fairly cry for candid speech. 
And in this vague partnership in which the Federal 
Government, wholly out of character, would remain 
ap invader of state’s rights, Mr. Hoover, in our opin- 
ion, misconstrues the intent, the design and the very 
genius of our Constitution. 

The speech purports to be a history of the depres- 
sion and a detailed account of the administration’s 
efforts, defensive and aggressive. What impression 
would it make on the Man from Mars? That plane 
tary visitor, from the testimony submitted, would 
have to conclude, we think, that the administration 
has done everything that could be done, has left 
nothing undone that should have been done and is 
entitled to the homage of a grateful people. The Man 
from Mars would have a rather hazy idea as to what 
caused the catastrophe, but it would rejoice his soul 
to hear that in all this crash of values, the agonizing 
losses, the desolating scourge of unemployment, there 
had beer little, if any, real suffering, such ag hungry 
days and shelterless nights. The Man from Mars 
would be proud of his earthly cougins to hear that 
the forces of relief had been equal to all the urgent 
needs of the idle, impoverished millions. 

That is the picture, we believe, the Man from Mars 
would gaze upon in the account of Mr. Hoover's 
stewardship. It is not the picture Mr. Hoover's 
countrymen have seen and are seeing. Every man 
and woman of conscience in the United States knows 
these have been heart-breaking years—starvation, 
under-nourishment, bitter want, evictions, surrender 
to despair, the crucifixion of a people. There are 
honest differences of opinion as to what might have 
been done, honest differences of opinion as to the 
wisdom of what has n done, but there is, and 
can be, no intelligent question as to the inadequacy 
of the relief forces, No rhetorical brush can peint 
out the grisly realities. The history of this depres- 
sion will ultimately be written—its origin, the preda- 
tory practices and policies in which it took root, the 
persons and incorporated agencies responsible for it, 
and the narrative will, we fee] sure, be different from 
that of Mr. Hoover’s acceptance speech.

The Andalusian civil guard did join the forces of 
the rebel leader, Gen. Jose Sanjuro, but wavered and 
speedily surrendered. Most significant was the pledge 
of support given to the Government by its enemies, 
the Agrarians and radical Republicans, while the re- 
volt was still proceeding. And at Seville, Syndical- 


ists, Communists and other extremists joined in help-| 


ing recapture the city from Sanjuro’s forces. The 


rebels found no co-operation among the Left radicals,| 


nor do news dispatches indicate the clergy took any

The continuance of the world’s youngest republic 
is by no means assured, for it faces enemies and 
problems that are many and great. The rallying of 
discordant parties to ita support in this first physical 
test of its strength is an impressive sign of populer 
support, however, and ends for the time being the 
danger of another Bourbon regime in Spain. :

N FORMER times when Judges were ap-

Judges are now nominated and elected in 
most of the states by popular vote. Fur- 
thermore, they are, in most jurisdictions, 
nominated at party primaries and they ap- 
pear on jhe ballots of political parties that 
are, or at least are supposed to be, in deadly 
combat on the great issues of national eco- 
nomic and fiscal policy, It is a highly de- 
plorable situation, unfortunate for the judi- 
cial candidate, for the members of the bar 
and for the uninformed member of the gen- 
eral public. 

Judges are selected to try causes. Neither 
the litigant nor his counsel has the slightest 
concern with the views of the Judge who 
presides at the trial on the tariff or any 
other national issue. “Ig he fair and fear- 
less? Does he know the law? Win he try 
the case competently?” Answer those ques- 
tions in the affirmative, and counsel and 
client will raise no question ag to hig na- 
tional politica, if any. It is quite true that 
the average voter has no knowledge of the 
qualifications of the various candidates for 
the bench.

MARTIN A. RYERSON, CHICAGO

Lumber Manufacturer Who Gave

Pickled string beans and sweet 
‘pickled carrots ‘may be new to our 
readers and are both good relishes 
for winter meals. 

Pickled String Beans. 

Select -oung, tender beans about 
two inches long. Snip off the ends 
and leave the beans whole. Put 
two pounds of them in a bowl or 
crock and cover with a brine made 
in the proportion of one-quarter 
cup. salt to each quart of water. Let 
stand over night. 

Drain, rinse in cold water and 
dry on a cloth. Pack in sterilized 
jars adding one hot chill pepper to 
each pint jar. Scald one quart of 
vinegar, add one-half cup brown 
sugar, one-half teaspoon celery 
seed and one tablespoon pickle 
spice. Boil for a minute or two, 
then fill jars and seal. 

Sweet Pickled Carrots. 

A delightful relish. Shred raw 
carrots to make six cupsful, boil in 
salted water for five minutes, 
drain. Mix two and one-half. cups 
vinegar with one-half cup brown 
sugar, one small bayleaf, 10 whole 
cloves, one inch of stick cinnamon 
and the grated rind of one-half a 
lemon. Boil slowly for 20 minutes, 
add the carrots and simmer for 
five minutes. Pack into half-pint 
jars and seal. 


VEAL AND RICE CURRY 


One and one-half pounds of veal 
from leg or shoulder, cut in pieces 
for serving. Slice one large onion 
and brown lightly in two table- 
spoons of butter or fat. Add one 


and one-half teaspoons curry pow- 


der to meat. Sprinkle with two ta- 
blespoons lemon juice and cover 
closely. Cook 10 to 15 minutes: 
then add two cups strained tomato 
juice. 

Season to taste, cover and sim- 


mer until the meat is well done, 


adding water if required. Serve on 
a hot platter surrounded with 
boiled rice.

A Radical Change 


OW completely eating habits 
H depend upon the atmosphere 

under which meals are taken is 
shown strikingly in the case of a 
3-year-old child who within 14 
weeks had lost 12 pounds, Fa- 
ther, mother, nurse and an army 
of servants were unable to per- 
guade her to eat. 


The child's condition was seri- 
ous. Even the excellent pediatri- 
cian who had been called in was 
completely helpless against the 
child’s refusal to chew, swallow 
or keep down for more than two 
minutes such food as was forcibly 
fed to her. 


An expert was sent for, a woman 
who specialized in cultivating an 
appetite in the child without one. 
She understood immediately that 
here there was no time to be lost 
in a detailed investigation of 
causes, that radical measures were 
necessary. 

She removed the child at once 
from its luxurious home, from its 
nurse and its anxious parents and 
placed it in the home of a working 
man where a mother and five chil- 
dren sat down to three simple, 
hearty meals daily. 

Heré eating was a privilege and 
a competition. He who ate prompt- 
ly received a second heilpifig, and 
he who dawdled would very likely 
find that there was nothing left 
when he asked for more. 

In these surroundings the child 
began almost immediately to eat. 
In three months she had gained 
back all the weight she had lost 
with such startling rapidity. 

It is not always possible and ap- 
parently not always necessary to 
discover exactly what elements in 
the eating situation have spoiled a 
child’s appetite, 

Sometimes evidently a 00 
change is all that is needed to 
break up the child’s negative atti- 
tude and stimulate a normal appe-
